The nose must be black and
mlways flat and wile, The ears erect
and well placed and the tongue a blu-
Ish black in color. Neck should be
full, well set on the ghoulders, the latter
muscular, sloping.  The chest must be
broad arnd deep, Luck short, striight, and
loing strong and powerful.  Tail must |
be carried over the back and the fore-
legs stridght and of good bone The
hind legs should be nearly straight in
hocks, which gives the dog his charac-
teristic stilt when in motion. The feet
should be catlike, the coat dense and |
rather coarse, with a soft undergrowth |
The scowl is characteristic of the breed |
and gives the dog a flerce expression, I

A rule requiring a dog to win at two
three point shows should work a great
benefit, and although a ehamplonship
will be much harder to win the fancier
who makes his dog a champlon will find
Its wlue greatly enhanced, A three
point rating |8 given a show where 500
or over actunl dogs are benched and it
ls only the larger shows which obtain
this rating. At the three point fixtures
there is of course greater competition
and it is not so easy for a medioere
specimen to get the winner's sosette, hut
it Is not only In this way that the new
rule wiil work for the betterment of the
aame, for at all three point shows the
specinlist Judge takes most of the breeds,

unilke the situation at the smaller fix-
turcs, where an all rounder with a knowl- |
edge of about half the breeds brought |
before him hands the ribobns out to all. |
The Judging at the three polnt show w!ll
always be found to be Infinitely better
than ut & two or one point affa's, |

Champlonships are awarded to enable
one to point out the Lest of thelr breeds
and to have them go down in history as
such ; but no matter what rulea are made
In regard to the number f points neces-
sury for a championship the selection of
the Juwlges who are to award these
points ie of the utmost importunce and
the value of the proposed rule will de-
pend upon the personnel of the judging
1=t at future shows. The value of chum-
plons 'n certain breeds I8 much greater
than in others and this 1s In no little
measure due to the fact that some
breads are assigned to an expert spe-
cinlist Judge while others are given to
an all rounder or some judge who s not
familiar with thelr stundard and what a
good type of dog ghould pe

On the strength of this unsus-
pecting purchasers are sometimes led to
helieve that they are buving a prize
winner and are chagrined at some later
show to find that the dog for which
